OF BID TO 
INVADE 


HE Berlin correspondent of the 
7 Stockholm Z'idningen writes, 
according to a Reuter Stock- 

holm message :— 

‘‘The Germans know their Eng- 
lishmen from Dieppe, and give full 
credit to the Americans for the 
Guadalcanal landing in the Solo- 
mons. : 

“'Phe Germans exclude the possi- 
bility of a complete surprise, but 
admit the possibility of a relative 
surprise. They take the view that 
the paramount question will be one 
of losses. 

‘* An invasion undertaken with an 
army of 500,000 men would be con- 
siderable, but doomed to failure. 

“The landings would be carried 

out by waves of 50,000 men. At 
the first sign of invasion the Ger- 
man U-boats will get the alarm. 
Coastal defences will play havoc 
with the landing craft, each carry- 
ing about 120 men. á 
‘The Allies will not succeed in 
transporting more than 26 per cent. 
of the first landing wave across the 
Channel. Thus a bridgehead between 
100 and 150 yards wide will be 
established by not more than 15,000 
Allied troops. In the second land- 
ing wave also 50,000 men will follow 
the first, which has already suc- 
ceeded in liquidating some German 
machine-gun nests. 
“é The second wave will attempt 
to capture artillery positions and 
will’ lose a minimum of half its 
personnel, while by this time the 
first wave will have lost another 
15 per cent. 

“ The third landing wave will by 

this time have reached the coast 
and will establish hedgehogs with 
Allied artillery pounding the 
German defence points, which will 
still be resisting. 
“It must be estimated that out 
of a total .Allied force of 150,000 
men only 55,000 will remain hold- 
ing a 12-mile deep strip of coast.” 
The Swedish correspondent adds 
that the Germans draw these con. 
clusions:—Thirty divisions are in- 
sufficient. The Allies must have 
at least 90 divisions, and to achieve 
a relatively considerable success 
must have 1,500,000 picked troops. 
Any invasion attempt must count 
on the loss of at least two-thirds 
of the men before the decisive battle 
begins.—(Reuter.) i

Soviet Line 


OVIET ‘planes are leading the 
S way in the new phase of the 
air offensive which is now in 
full swing on the Russian front. 
The Luftwaffe, for the first time 
since the war, is copying the tactics 
of the Red Air Force by concentrat- 
ing on disorganising communication 
centres in the rear, says Reuter’s 
Special Correspondent in Moscow. 
There is no doubt that the damage 
to German centres by the Russian 
pilots is many times larger than 
that which the Luftwaffe is inflict- 
ing in return. 
Air warfare just now is particu- 
larly marked along and in the rear 
of the Donetz line, on the. Bryansk 
sector and on the Leningrad front. 
Leningrad has entered into the 
period of white nights, which means 
that the Soviet Air Force is work- 
ing in daylight all round the clock.

Lemass at a 
big meeting at Mourne road, 
Crumlin, last night. In present cir- 
cumstances, he said, there was a 
Government of men drawn from one 
party pursuing a common policy, 
and standing together when any- 
thing unpopular had to be done. 
But in a coalition. the parties were 
not free; they could not criticise, 
and in the Dail there would be an 
absence of debate, a false appear- 
ance of agreement, and the first time 
an unpopular measure was _ intro- 
duced members of differing groups 
would withdraw, and the whole 
Government would come down, 
leaving the last position worse than 
the first, 

His advice, therefore, was that 
the voters should endeavour to 
secure that the party to which they 
gave their votes got a clear 
majority. The Government elected 
at the end of this month would have 
to face up to the responsibility of 
guiding the country during the war, 
and avoiding the creation of any 
international situation that might 
draw attack upon us from either set 
of belligerents.
